Not only do we save in in- 
and last, but not least, in 
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Fiour trade is at a standstill during 
the holiday season. From nearly ail 
trade centers come reports of restricted 
buying and lifeless markets. There 
were few export sales made. Foreign- 
ers continue to bid below American sell- 
ers’ views. Spring wheat flour mills 
are supplied fairly well with orders but 
shipping directions are few and, were 
they plentifally supplied, not enough 
cars could be secured to permit free 
shipment. A number of mills are clos- 
ing dowo all over the country, anda 
variety of reasons are given for so do- 
ing; among them tbe foregoing. Re- 
sellers are well supplied with stocks 
that were bought when flour prices were 
considerably lower; therefore the mills 
are handicapped further by undersell- 
ing. The millfeed situation is a trifle 
weaker at most ceuters, but in a few in- 
stances is reported strong and steady. 
Spring wheat flour mills ground 275,935 
bbis of flour last week, compared with 
404,095 the week before. The decrease 
was 128,160, mainly due to the large de- 
crease at Minneapolis. Winter wheat 
flour output also was curtailed consid- 
erably. 


In the United Kingdom, little busi- 
ness is passing. The usual holiday 
dullness is apparent in all foreign mar- 
kets. Cables indicateithat c.i.f, offers 
and spot prices are still too far from 
American ideas to admit of business.

THE death of Mr. Frank H. Peavey, 
which occurred on Monday last, was a 
painful shock to a very large circle of 
personal friends, business associates 
and connections. His interests were 
enormous and far-reaching and he, him- 
self, with his intense and preponder- 
ating personality, was the heart and 
soul of all of them. Mr. Peavey, in his 
world, was the sun which gave light 
and life to all his manifold undertak- 
ings and from which other men con- 
nected with him took their color. His 
mentality was so strong, his energy 
and business acumen so great, that he 
insensibly dwarfed his ussociates, hence 
his sudden departure from among them 
leaves a void that at first seems appall- 
ing. Doubtless in time the gap will 
be filled and the course of events 
with which be was so vitally con- 
cerned will resume its natural prog- 
ress, but so dominant and _  con- 
trolling was his influence that its sud- 
den withdrawal cannot but be keenly 
and painfully felt. He was the Eleva- 
tor King, and undoubtedly controlled 
larger interests in this line than any 
other man in the world. Beside this, he 
was concerned in many other industrial 
and financial interests, all important, 
and all acknowledging him as a factor 
in their prosperity. He was compara- 
tively young, having been born in 1850. 
He seemed to beof great physical as 
well as mental vitality; but it is proba- 
ble that his enormous responsibilities 
wore upon his strength far more than 
his friends suspected; his exuberant 
optimism misleading them, and indeed 
himself, into an exaggerated estimate of 
his physical resources. While his loss 
in the business world is so great as to 
be impossible of estimation, it is as 
nothing compared to the irreparable 
and overwhelming grief which has 
come upon his family to which he was 
absolutely devoted and in which the in- 
tense admiration and affection felt for 
him approached worship. Success had 
crowned all his efforts, a wonderful 
success, considering his humble start 
and unaided career, butin his home he 
found the crowning satisfaction of his 
life, and it was there as the loving hus- 
band, the indulgent father and the 
enial host, that Mr. Peavey realized 
is utmost happiness. There, also, 
rather than in the business circles 
where his. inflaence was so powerful, 


will the blow fall the heaviest; but 
wherever he was known and in what- 
ever capacity he served, his forceful- 
ness, ‘his strength, intensity, mental 
vigor, business sagacity and intelligent 
energy made him a prominent man, 
whose sudden and unexpected death 
leaves behind it sorrow and regret and 
a sense of vital loss.

THE Minneapolis daily papers became 
excited over the London Landing Clause 
last week and both editors and report- 
ers relieved their minds on the subjeet 
in a manner than was both original and 
remarkable. Although the London 
Landing Clause has been under discus- 
sion in the milling trade, off and on, for 
about fourteen years, the Minneapolis 
daily press has just discovered that 
there is such a thing, consequently it 
treats the matter with that breezy fa- 
miliarity and matured conclusiveness 
which is characteristic of daily journal- 
ism. The excitement was brief but in- 
tense while it lasted. Having not the 
slightest idea as to what the London 
Landing Clause really is, these journals 
are able to discuss it with far greater 
surety than could possibly be felt by 
those who, by reason of considerable re- 
search and stady think that they under- 
stand its meaning. The subject was 
opened by the Minneapolis morning 
press in an interview with the London 
representative of one of the milling com- 
panies, who, in speaking of the matter 
was made to say that shippers can ‘'kill 
the ‘London clause’ by refusing to sign 
contracts.”” Since no other bill of lad- 
ing is given them save that containing 
the objectionable clause, it is clear that 
the remedy proposed simply means that 
millers can avoid the charge by declin- 
ing to ship flour to London at all, which 
is, it is true, a sure cure for the evil but 
hardly practical, the remedy being 
somewhat drastic and rather worse than 
the disease. It ia like chopping off the 
patient’s head in order to cure neuralgia. 


THe daily reporter having led off on 
the London Clause, the daily editor was 
moved to treat it in a leader. ‘What 
has come over the millers,’’ says the 
editorial wise-man, ‘'that they must run 
to the government for aid every time 
they meet some little obstruction in 
their business?’’ He speaks of the Nel- 
son bill as ‘tpaternal legislation,” and 
refers to the millers who advocate it 
thus: ‘'They want congress to make it 
illegal to put London dock charges on 
export flour in bills ot lading. We 
don’t see what good that would do; the 
steamship companies could collect the 
dock charges in some other way, if they 
are bent on helping the dock companies 
to lay a discriminating taxon American 
flour. The dock charges are a foreign 
exaction and we hope the millers will 
find some way to getridofthem.’’ As 
the able editor disapproves of an appeal 
to congress and pronounces it an attempt 
at ''paternal legislation,” the milling 
industry will be infinitely obliged to 


him if he will kindly condescend to give 
the matter a little more thought and as: 
a result favor them with his own plan of 
getting rid of these charges without: 
amending the shipping acts. For some: 
fourteen years and particularly daring 
the last twelvemonth the best brains in’ 
the milling industry have tried in vain 
to devise a plan to remedy this evil 
without governmental help. No less a 
person than Ambassador Choate has in- 
vestigated the subject carefully and 
thoroughly and he has advised an 
amendment to the Harter Act. Doubt- 
less the able editor who deplores the 
tendency of the millers to ‘trun to the 
government for aid’? could very easily’ 
tell us a better way of achieving the de- 
sired result if he would only take the 
time todo so. Inthe name of the mill- 
ers who have exhausted every other re- 
source save congress, the Northwestern 
Miller implores him to come to the res- 
cue with his plan, assuring him that it 
will be a fame me it will only work 
—and that be will confer a most distin- 
guished service upon American millers 
if he will but show them the way where- 
by this tax can be avoided. In breath- 
less expectancy we await the advice of 
this all-wise one before proceeding fur- 
therin our efforts to overcome the in- 
iquitous London Landing Clause. 


THE third spasm which the Minneap- 
olis daily press had during the week 
about the London Clause was a hilari- 
ously funny interview with Congress- 
man Tawney, wherein it was said that 
on last Saturday there had been a ''con- 
ference between leading milling men” 
and certain congressmen at which it 
was ‘'decided to open an active cam- 
paign” against the London Clause. It 
was also gravely stated that Minneapo- 
lis millers are compelled, by the London 
Clause to pav not less than $30,000 per 
year ‘‘of the $1,000,000 which is annually 
putin a‘jack-pot’ and divided between 
the steamship companies interested in 
the extortion.”?’ Furthermore this intel- 
ligent reporter informed the public that 
‘tthe London Clause, so called, is a 
great secret and a copy of it cannot be 
obtained.” The London Landin 
Clause has not hitherto been souneaen 
from a humorous standpoint, but that it 
has great possibilities in this direction, 
is clearly shown by the quotations 
above given. No conference was held 
between ‘‘leading milling men” and 
congressmen last Saturday in Minneap- 
olis; the sums quoted as derived from 
the London charge are preposterous and 
absurd and finally there is no ''secret’’ 
about the London Clause; on the con- 
trary it is only too plain and open. Our 
friend, the reporter, got his facts very 
badly mixed, but such is invariably 
the case when the daily press attempts 
to handle business matters or at least 
matters connected with flour milling. 


SINCE the proposed amendment to the 
Harter Act is before the public and will 
doubtless be discussed in the daily 
press it might be well to re-state here a 
few facts concerning the London Clause 
and its history for the benefit of the 
daily press and the general public, al- 
though millers themselves are already 
well informed. A brief statement of 
facts follows and, if our esteemed friends 
the editors and reporters on the daily 
journals intend to discuss the matter, 
we would respectfally suggest that they 
familiarize themselves, at least super- 
ficially, with the history of the London 
Clause and the efforts which have been 
made to overcome it, before they under- 
take to critcize the millers or comment 
on what they are trying to do. In the 
fewest possible words, the situation 
and the causes leading to it are here 
stated. 


Two hundred years ago when the 
dock companies of London applied to 
Parliament for charters to build docks 
on the Thames river, certain rights and 
privileges were granted them and cer- 
tain other rights and privileges were 
preserved in behalf of the receiver of- 
goods. Oneof these was that any con- 
signee who desired to receive goods 
over-side from a ship without having 
the goods delivered on the dock could 
have the right to do so without charge. 
In other words, the British Parliament 
permitted the erection of the docks, but 
refased to give them a monopoly of the 
traffic and preserved intact the right of 
the owner of the goods to send his barge 
alongside the ship and receive his prop- 
erty over-side without paying any dock 
charges, if he desired so todo, Subse- 
quent acts of Parliament confirmed this 
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right, and although of late years the 
dock companies.-have made illegal at- 
tempts to impose a charge on all goods 
going over-side into barges they have 
not succeeded in doing so, the courts 
upholding the consignee’s right to tree 
over-side delivery. 


UntTIL 1887, free over-side delivery 
when asked for, was given, but in that 
year the steamship lines entering Lon- 
don from the Atlantic ports of Canada 
and the United States came together 
and hit upon an unique scheme for forc- 
ing the consignee to pay these dock 
charges and relieving themselves of a 
eharge which the ge and not the 
goods, should rightly bear. The plan 
was exceedingly shrewd and carefally 
worked out before it was sa into effect. 
It bas worked successfully ever since 
and unless congress passes the proposed 
bill it will continue to work indefinite- 
ly, to the great profit and satisfaction of 

e ocean carrier. This scheme was as 
simple as it was clever. As one of its 
promoters artlessly said: ‘'lf American 
shippers could be induced to accept a 
bill of yay | in which an agreement 
was made between shipper and carrier 
to pay the dock charge, then the owner 
of the goods would have no recourse 
but to stand it.”” Accordingly, a clause, 
called the London Landing Clause, was 
inserted in the ocean bill of lading 
which provided that the goods covered 
by the document should be subject to a 
certain charge for delivery. In the case 
of flour, one of the principal items 
imported into London from American 
ports, the charge was one shilling and 
two pence per ton. This was nota heavy 
tax, but the steamship interest was 
shrewd enough at first to make a small 
charge, so as to establish the principle 
and make an entering wedge. ater, as 
subsequent events proved, the charge 
could be indefinitely enlarged. Now, as 
é6very miller knows, the inland shipper 
does not see the ocean bill of lading. 
He must perforce accept an export bill 
of lading from his inland carrier, the 
railway. In order to hvodwink and 
mislead the inland shipper, from whom, 
especially in flour, the bulk of the ship- 
ments originated, an innocent little 
clause was inserted in the export bill 
of lading which said, in effect, that the 
document was subject to all the condi- 
tions of the ocean bill oflading. As the 
London Clause appeared in the latter 
document the exporting miller was 
made to agree to its terms when he ac- 
cepted his inland bill. He was easily 
‘tinduced”’ to accept the conditions 
named by the simple expedient of re- 
fusing him any other form of document. 
Hence he might accept the document 
offered him or abandon his London 
trade entirely, for only that proffered 
by the carrier could he obtain. 


Berore the American shipper fairly 
realized the meaningof the scheme, he 
was shipping his goods under the Lon- 
don Landing Clause and contracting the 
owner in London out of rights guaran- 
teed to him by acts of Parliament. In 
the milling trade, the London Flour 
Trade Association protested vigorously 
against the clause, but the American 
millers were helpless to avoid it, and, 
as the exaction seemed small, they 
failed to realize the importance of 
the principle involved, hence no 
determined and united effort was 
made at the time to secure a re- 
moval of the obnoxious charge. This 
was a serious mistake. Congress 
should have been promptly appealed to 
and the use of the bill of lading with 
the London Clause made unlawful. Had 
this been done then, the matter would 
doubtless have been settled and the 
large eum of money wrongfally taken 
from the London flour buyer since that 
time would have been saved. Had the 
American miller known as much about 
the London Clause then as he does 
now, he would probably have been 
equal to the situation. As it was 
he let the opportunity pass. The Lon- 
don importers attempted to fight the 
matter in the courts of Britain. Suit 
wac brought, but it resulted as the as- 
tute promoters of the scheme expected. 
The British courts held that whatever 
rights the owner of the property pos- 
sessed under acts of Parliament, his 
American connection had contracted 
him out of by agreeing with the carrier 
to submit his goods to the conditions of 
the ocean bill of lading which contained 
the London Clause. Thus the American 
shipper had tied his consignee hand and 
foot by accepting the bill of lading 
proffered him, and he was forced to do 
so because he could obtain no other 
document and bad to use the only one 
vbtainable or abandon his trade and 
close his mill. 


HAVING successfully entrapped the 
American shipper and his London 
consignee; having established the prin- 
ciple of a dock charge in defiance of 
acts of Parliament, the London steam- 
ship lines next began a systematic in- 
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crease of the charge in order to make it 
@ source of revenue. From one shilling 
and two pence per ton the landing 
charge was quietly increased to one 
shill ng and six pence, Still the Amer- 
ican miller and the London flour buyer 
entangled in the meshes ofthe crafty 
ocean bill of lading were unable to help 
themselves. A subsequent attempt to 
make the charge two shillings was met 
with a storm of protests. Then, for 
the first time, a demonstration was 
made by the American. shippers 
which warned the ocean carriers 
that they had gone too far and 
too hastily. A movement toward con- 
gressional help frightened the steam- 
ship interest and the attempt to make 
the charge two shillings was precipi- 
tately abandoned. The charge was con- 
tinued at one and sixpence and so re- 
mained untillast January. During this 
time, competent -authorities estimate 
that, by means of this charge, over 
$1,500,000 was collected from American 
flour alone landing in London, and that 
the revenue thus wrongfully exacted 
from American flour in defiance of 
rights guaranteed by Parliament, 
amounted to $150,000 per year. This 
sum was annually paid by the London 
flour buyer because the American mill- 
er was obliged to accept a bill of lading 
which contracted him out of the protec- 
tion of his own laws. 


THIS sum was a heavy tax on the 
American flour trade with London, but 
the millers bore it and gradually, as the 
custom continued, the protests of the 
London Flour Trade Association and 
the American shippers grew less fre- 
quent. Had the London steamship 
lines been somewhat wiser, they might 
have made the London Clause a perma- 
nency, but as usual in such cases they 
could not furego the chance for further 
gain. They reasoned that if the trade 


would stand an extortion of one and. 


six, it could easily be forced to contrib- 
ute more. They therefore decided to 
take another hitch in the rope they had 
fastened around the neck of the Ameri- 
can miller. Suddenly during December, 
1900, the allied London lines notified the 
public that on and after January first 
the landing charge would be increased 
from one shilling and six pence to one 
and nine pence. This increase went 
into effect January first and was duly 
enforced, despite the protests of the 
trade on both sides of the water. The 
arbitrary action of the carriers proved 
to be the last straw that broke the cam- 
el’s back. The long-suffering millers 
were finally and permanently aroused 
and at once determined to fight the in- 
iquitous clause to a finish. Belated as 
it was, the sentiment aroused by the in- 
crease of the charge became very earn- 
est. At first an attempt was made to 
reason with the steamships. Arbitra- 
tion was suggested and apparently the 
steamship lines were favorable to it. It 
soon developed that they were simply 
trying to gain time and that they had 
no intention of submitting to drbitra- 
tion. Then the millers endeavored to 
ship to London by steamers which were 
independent of the combination. Al- 
though there were plenty of tramp 
steamers to be had none of them dared 
enter the London trade because of the 
strength of the combination which as 
far as the port of London was concerned 
absolutely controlled the situation. All 
the lines running from Canadian and 
United States ports to London were in 
the combination to enforce the clause 
and the proceeds of the tax were evi- 
dently divided between them. Attempts 
to reach London via other British ports 
were defeated by the heavy freight rates 
ofthe English railways. The millers 
even attempted to charter sailing ves- 
sels, but this was found impracticable. 
A representative of the millers visited 
London and conferred with the steam- 
ship agents there in the hope that some 
basis of settlement could be arrived at. 
These overtures met with a courteous 
but decided refusal. 


EVERY possible remedy or resource 
having been completely exhausted, the 
millers finally determined to appeal to 
congress. Ambassador Choate having 
been requested to investigate the sub- 
ject made a scholarly and jadicial re- 
port to the state department in which he 
reviewed the history of the whole mat- 
ter and indicated in conclusion that an 
amendment to the Harter Act might 
afford relief. Accordingly the millers 
prepared such an amendment and it has 
been offered in the senate by Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota. Congressman 
Tawney has consented to look after the 
billin the house. This measure is in 
no sense ‘paternal To As 
will be seen by reading the proposed act 
it simply makes it unlawful for the 
ocean carrier to insert in the bill of lad- 
ing any clause imposing the payment 
of any charges for discharge or delivery 
of goods which, according to the laws of 
the country to which the goods are 
shipped, should be borne either by the 


carrier itself or persons or agrees 
other than the _ consignee. t. also 
makes it unlawful to insert in the bill 
of lading clauses which impair the 
rights or privileges granted to the con- 
signee by the laws of the country to 
which the goods are transported. 


Suc in brief is the history of the 
London Clause reduced to its simplest 
form. It is unquestionably true that 

1. The charges under the London 
Clause are made possible by the Ameri- 
can shipper being obliged to accept 
the ocean bill of lading. 

2. The American shipper is forced to 
accept this billof lading or abandon his 
Lendon trade. 

8. The contract between the shipper 
and the carrier enforced by the use of 
the ocean bill of lading contracts the 
consignee out of any rights he has, or 
thinks he has, under the British laws. 

4. By compelling the American miller 
to accept the bill of lading containing 
the London Clause the London steam- 
ship combination has taken not less 
than $1,500,000 from the American flour 
trade. 

5. Inasmuch as this clause charge is 
confined to American flour and does not 
apply to flour imported from any other 
country, itis a discrimination against 
American goods. 

6. The landing charge exacted by the 
London clause is clearly in the nature 
of a duty on American fiour levied, not 
by the British government, but by pri- 
vate corporations for their own use and 


rofit, 

7. No objection would be made to the 
charge of one shilling and nine pence 
per ton, if it were added to the freight 
rate and not surreptitiously taken asa 
landing tax. The American millers 
have repeatedly asked that this be done, 
believing that natural competition 
would shortly absorb the item. * 

8. Every possible effort having been 
made to induce the steamship lines to 
abandon the London Clause and every 

ossible plan to otherwise avoid pay- 

ng charges under it having failed, it 
follows that 

9. Relief must be obtained through 
governmental help as suggested by Mr. 
Choate. 

10. To this end, an amendment to the 
Harter Act has been proposed and will 
be supported earnestly by the American 
milling trade.

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There was a heavy shrinkage in the 
flour output last week—121,000 bbls. A 
peer market, the closing down of mills 

or Christmas, and a scarcity of cars, all 

had something to do with the small 
showing. The quantity of flour ground 
in the week, ended Saturday, was 219,- 
445 bis, against 263,110 in 1 and 252,- 
7U5 in 1899. This week 19 out of the 22 
mils are in operation and the produc- 
tion for the week should approximate 
865,000 bbls. The shortage in cars is 
still making the mills a great deal of 
trouble, and it ie stated that were it not 
for this, every mill in the city would be 

rinding. Bat there is no denying that 

he flour market is quiet—perbaps no 

more so at this season than should be 
expected—and with shipping directions 
coming in slowly, it is not an easy mat- 
ter to keep the mills, with their large 
capacity, in operation. 

The amount of flour sold last week 
was less than the output, reduced as the 
latter was. The domestic trade seemed 
to have flour to resell at prices under the 
miller, and therefore the manufacturer 
was largely left out of consideration. 
The mills still have a liberal quantity 
of flour sold at quotations representing 
&@ margin to the buyer, but the latter can 
be induced to order it out only at a slow 

ace. Foreign trade continues extreme- 

y light. The only buying the past 
week was a little first clear by Holland, 
Glasgow and Liverpool. However, 
one company reported a good many 
cables received yesterday, and thou 
bids for patent were 1@2s out of line, the 
sign was taken as a hopeful one. Many 
mills reported that they received no ca- 
bles whatever. Prices of patent are 
nearly on the same basis as a week ago. 


CHARL ES T. FOX IN MINNEAPOLIS. 


Charles T. Fox, director and Euro- 

ean manager for the Pillsbury-Wash- 
barn Flour Mills’ Co., Ltd., arrived in 
Minneapolis Christmas morning. It 
was a forcible illustration of bow com- 
paratively small the world is made by 
present methods of travel, that in eight 
days and six hours from the time of 
eating breakfast in Paris, Mr. Fox 
should be eating breakfast with Mr. 
Little in Minneapolis. Mr. Fox crossed 
the Atlantic on the steamship Kron- 

rinz Wilhelm, sailing from Cherbourg. 
Baly by making closest connections 
was Mr. Fox able to arrive in Minneap- 
olis on Christmas day. Trade condi- 
tions in the United Kingdom are regard- 
ed by Mr. Fox as of a healthy character 
and greatly improved over six months 
ago. Excessive stocks there constituted 
the incubus strangling business. For 
instance, on July | last, London flour 
stocks alone were over 670,000 280-lb 
sacks; Glasgow and other markets had 
supplies in proportion. On Oct. 1 Lon- 
don stocks had decreased nearly 100,000 
sacks, and Mr. Fox estimates them at 
the present time at less than 400,000 
sacks. The reduction of stocks in other 
markets has been in proportion. With 
this gradual wearing away of supplies, 
considerable confidence has been estab- 
lished in English markets and Mr. Fox 
is hopeful of trade steadily improving 
in ensuing months. This is the time 
when the consumption of flour is heav- 
jiestin the United Kingdom, and with 
good frosty winter weather, heavy in- 
roads should be made into accumula- 
tions. One condition aiding in this 
would be moderate clearances from this 
country; in the last three months they 
have been moderate. Foreigners natur- 
ally expect markets in this country to 
take the lead as, with the Argentine 
wheat crop promising to be lighter than 
last year, there is hardly any other 
source to look to, Pacific coast white 
wheat en route is an element, the effect 





of which cannot be fully measured-at 
this time. Europe believes that the 
shortage in corn has been magnified 
somewhat; that, after transportation fa- 
cilities get back on a normal basis, this 
will be demonstrated to be a fact. In 
any event, he doubts that Europe will 
take any large quantity of corn at pres- 
ent prices. At the current cost of corn, 
barley will be used over there as a sub- 
stitute for corn in feeding. The trade 
across the water regards prices of corn, 
barley, oats, etc.,as much too high in 
this country, and after the car shortage 
is over, they look for a readjustment of 
values. Germany and France are un- 
doubtedly short of wheat and when ex- 
isting supplies are cut down, they are 
pretty certain, say in March, to buy of 
America, provided prices here are not 
= out of sight. Canada during 
he last few months has been a potent 
factor in European markets, and on ac- 
count of relative cheapness, bas rather 
had the lead as against Duluth northern 
wheat. However, Mr. Fox thinks that 
the bulk of the Canadian crop will be 
out ofthe way in 30 days. The Cana- 
dian wheat has exercised much more in- 
fluence on the market abroad than has 
the Argentine crop. Such a condition 
was only made possible by the size of 
the last two crops raised by Canada. 
Mr. Fox is of the opinion that the wheat 
secured from North America by Europe 
on very low freights bas been nearly 
all consumed. 

The recent advance in wheat was, in 
Mr. Fox’s estimation, of benefit to the

foreign trade. They were inclined to 
believe that i¢ was. warranted and the 
larger importers, having made liberal 
purchases, were in a position to resell 
atsuch margins as they had not real- 
ized in a long time. 

As to the London clause, Mr. Fox says 
that the hands of importers are tied un- 
til such atime as millers refrain from 
accepting domestic bills of lading which 
bind consignees to pay this tax. Ship- 
pers now sign domestic bills of lading 
pledging themselves to accept all the 
conditions placed by the steamship 
companies in the ocean bills and the 
Londou clause is one of the features of 
the ocean bill. If millers could only 
avoid signing away their rights on this 
side, importers under the effective Eng- 
lish laws would soon uproot the Lon- 
don dock charge. But with the steam- 
ship companies strongly organized and 
actively co-operating for mutual bene- 
fit, the miller is bardly in a position to 
avoid committing himself to the Lon- 
don clause, and it would seem as though 
national legislation was the only reme- 
dy for the evil. 

Mr. Fox has always been a loyal be- 
liever in home protection, but in our 
—_ar with Holland, he thinks that 
the policy is carried to an extreme. By 
imposing high duties on Holland bulbs, 


- this country is en its large flour 


trade with that nation. The bulb grow- 
ing in this country is of compara- 
tively no importance and the revenue 
derived from duties is very small. The 
ministry of Holland, as now constituted, 
is more uncertain than in the past as to 
the imposition of a duty on flour going 
into that country. Were the duty on 
bulbs removed, or at least material] 
reduced by the United States, the Hol- 
land protectionists would be more pass- 
ive,and be deprived of much ground 
for asking that our flour be taxed. In 
Germany, France and Holland there is 
strong pressure brought to bear to in- 
duce avelty to and patronage of home 
industry. This finds striking illustra- 
tion in the system employed in France, 
Germany and Sweden of | peed 
payinga og d on flour exported by mill- 
ers of these three countries,

Cereal millers report cornmeal in 
very goud demand, 7 flour to be going 
only moderately well and ground feed 
as quiet, 

Within two weeks some 6,000 tons of 
millfeed, chiefly bran, are reported to 
have been sold by local firms, to be 
shipped to the southwest. The shippers 
were largely grain firms which haye 
connections in Missouri, Kansas -and 
similar territory. 
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Millfeed has been pretty heavy all 
the week, and prices are 10@25c per ton 
cheaper than last Tuesday. However, 
there are those who urge that recent 
transactions show a healthy undertone 
to the market, and they take the view 
that better prices are likely to prevail. 
The fact that about everybody owns 
feed, and at times there has been neces- 
sity to sell, bas during the week affected 
Boston and other eastern markets, and 
values of feed in transit have been quite 
irregular; in fact they were frequently 
25@5ve relatively lower than Minneapo- 
lis quotations. The heavier operation 
of the mills of course throws more feed 
on the market and this is a feature to 
which a good deal of attention attaches, 
Middlings are of much slower sale than 
bran, even at the 25@40c difference in 
price. Red-dog has sold surprisingly 
well in domestic markets, and is con- 
sidered pretty close to an export basis.

Northwestern shippers will be pleased 
at the promotion of W. W. Broughton to 
the position of assistant general freight 
agent of the Northern Pacific road. 
John Eden, whom Mr. Broughton suc- 
ceed-, is advanced and made western 
traffic manager of the Great Northern 
road, with headquarters in Seattle. J. 
W. Blabon, who vacates the latter posi- 
tiou, becomes vice president of the Great 
Northern road. All three are experienced 
and thorough freight men, and worthy 
of the recognition received. 

The car shortage appears to be as bad 
this week as at any tine yet. The light 
operation of the mills for 10 days, in 
some degree relieved the stress for 
freight cars, but now that more 
flour is being made, there is a recur- 
rence of all former difficulties. The big 
mills are often able to see a supply of 
cars abead only from hour to hour, and 
it is necessary to accept all descriptions 
of cars as they can be had. Many cars 
that can not be used to ship in have to 
be loaded as they come to the mills, 
and when the right ones are available, 
the flour or feed has to be unloaded and 
loaded again. All this entails extra ex- 
pense and labor, and is a great hardship 
to the mills.

THE LATE MR. FRANK H. PEAVEY. 


DEATH OF MR. PEAVEY. 





Mr. Frank H. Peavey, of Minneapolis, 
the largest elevator operator in the 
world, died in Chicago of pneumonia on 
Monday, December 30th. He went to 
Chicago on business about two weeks 
ago and shortly after bis arrival caught 
a severe cold which developed into 
pneumonia. His condition soon became 
serious but he rallied and on the day 
before hig death was considered out of 
of danger. meotenty he failed and be- 
fore bis friends realized his alarming 
situation he died. 

There are many prominent elevator 
men in the northwest whose names are 
widely known, but that of Mr. Peavey 
overshadowed the others, in the immen- 
sity of his operations and the far-spread 
magnitude of his undertakings, so 
much that he was, quite fairly, given 
the title of the Elevator King, as he was 
unquestionably the largest operator in 
this line in the world. 

Mr. Peavey was born in Eastport, 
Maine, on January 18th, 1850. He re- 
mained in his native state until he was 
fourteen, when the western world called 
him, and he went to Chicago. 

Chicago, in 1864, was not the pleasant- 
est spot in which to live, but the future 
elevator King tarried there for two years. 
At first, he was a newsboy. Later, he 
became clerk in a bank. In 1866, he 
went to Sioux City, Iowa, and this city 
was to see the beginning of his real 
career. He made the journey from Chi- 
cago partially by stage, and probably 
arrived in Sioux City with very little 
capital which he could call his own, for 
be began by keeping books in a whole- 
sale grocery store. It was not long be- 
fore he entered upon an independent 
business career. The firm of Booge, 
Smith & Peavey was organized, for the 
purpose of handling farm implements 
and grain. Before a great while, a dis- 
astrous fire destroyed the young man’s 
budding business, and, in settling up 
the partnership, he gave his notes for 
$1,700, the amount of the net loss of the 
enterprise, 

Undaunted by misfortune, he again 
started in business. The firm of Evans 


& Peavey was organized, and very soon 
controlled a large wholesale business 
in agricultural 
venture 

made a s 


mplements. The new 
roving successfal, the firm 
rt in the elevator line, its 





first house being a small affair in Sioux 
City. At this point Mr. Peavey’s re- 
markable career as a grain man may 
be said to have been begun. He was 
soon buying wheat for the Minneapolis 
Millers’ Association and acting as its 
agent for South Dakota. Gradually he 
extended his territory and his hold on 
the situation. Realizing the possibili- 
ties of the trade and quick to press and 
crowd them to the fullest extent with a 
moguesoens daring, coupled with sound 
business methods, he pressed on with 
quick strides toward success, and soon 
controlled the railway elevators on the 
entire Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Omaha railway system. 

From this time on until the present 
Mr. Peavey’s record was an almost un- 
interrupted success, his interests in- 
creasing and doubling at a most re- 
markable rate. In i881 he removed his 
headquarters to Minneapolis, and soon 
became one of its most prominent citi- 
zens, in addition to his grain business 
being a director in the Northwestern 
National bank and also in the Sooroad. 
He was a member of the Union League 
and Chicago Clubs, the Minneapolis 
Club, the Lafayette Club, the Minikah- 
da Club, the Kitchi Gammi Club, Du- 
luth, and the Union League Club of 
New York. Some idea of the extent of 
Mr. Peavey’s business may be obtained 
from the following: in one year his 
firm handled, approximately, 50,000,000 
bushels of grain, probably 7) per cent 
of which came to his elevators in wagon 
loads. His terminal elevators have a 
capacity of about 8,500,000 bushels. Add- 
ing thereto the capacity of his country 
houses, some 11,500,000 bushels, the 
enormous total of over 20,000,000 bushels 
marks the entire capacity of the eleva- 
tor companies which were owned or 
controlled by him. 

Mr. Peavey’s rule was never to em- 
bark in an enterprise unless he could 


control it. Only in his railroad and 
bank interests did he make an excep- 
tidn to it. An approximately correct 


list of the Peavey properties comprises 
the following:

Peavey’s efforts, and he was reputed to 
be one of the wealthiest men in the 
northwest, but the weight of his money 
did not appear to crush him, for he was 
young enough to thoroughly enjoy his 
work, his responsibilities and bis pleas- 
ures, taking the latter in a most ration- 
al way, and seeming to appreciate, most 
. = the happiness found in bis fam- 

y life. 

His son, George ... Peavey and his 
sons-in-law, Frank T. Heffelfinger and 
F. B. Wells are members of the firm of 
Peavey & Co. and will doubtless con- 
tinue the business which he founded 
and successfully bailt up. 

Mr. Peavey was one of the most 
heavily insured men in America. Two 
years ago he took a million dollar pali- 
cy ina New York company. This poli- 
cy was made payable to his estate and 
it was Mr. Peavey’s idea that the pro- 
ceeds would be available for business 
purposes in case of his death, thus en- 
abling bis successors to protect his 
credit without sacrifice. Other policies 
aggregating $350,000, were made paya- 
ble to his wife and family. 

The funeral will occur today from the 
Peavey residence in Minneapolis.

The holiday dullness dominated the 
week’s market. With a few exceptions 
millers report a decrease for orders an 
very light wheat receipts. Domestic 
wheat showed a decline and the foreign 
business done was very limited. Wheat 
was higher and flour quotations were 
advanced the first of the week 20c and 
dropped again at the end. 

Mills have been running full time, 
with the exception of Christmas Day, 
which was daly observed with a shut- 
down of from 12 hours to two days, ac- 
cording to the need of steady produc- 
tion and the repair work to be done, 
Sioux City and Le Mars mills ground 
12,000 bbls. 

Although the roads and weather were 
favorable for hauling grain, receipts 
were light. Mills in general did not re- 
ceive enough to meet regular needs, 
Wheat is 66c at Sioux City mills for 
good milling grades. 

The car situation is worse. It is al- 
most oe a to secure cars not being 
unloaded at mills, and the country ele- 
vators are being filled up, with a slight 
chance of unloading for the usual end- 
of-the-year inventory, upon which the 
taxes on grain stored will have to be 
paid. The scarcity of cars also acts as 
a handicap in selling the grain ''to ar- 
rive,’’? and the trade hopes for a change 
for the better after the holidays.

“The Northwestern Iowa Grain’ Déal- 
ers’ association held a regular meeting 
at Alton iast week. The meeting was 
moré in the nature of a social gathering 
than one of bnsiness. There were more 
than 25 grain dealers present, and the 
mills of the section were represented. 
Among the visitors were: George A. 
Wells, Des Moines, secretary of the 
Iowa Btate association; General Agent 
McKinley, Sioux City, of the Omaha 
road, and B. E. Nichols, Sioux City, of 
the Illinois Central. 

Wells, Abbott & Nieman, of Schuyler, 
Neb., have installed a new puwer plant, 
which consists of a pressed brick build- 
ing 54x60 ft detached from the mill, 
with a cross compound 500-hp Corliss 
engine and condenser, furnished by the 
Allis-Chalmers Co., Milwaukee, also a 
water tubular boiler and a directly con- 
nected electric light outfit.

Milling Co., St. Cloud, Minn., Dec. 28: 
‘Trade this week was dull, both in 
flour and feed, but old orders have kept 
us running full time. Wheat receipts 
are light, mainly on account of poor 
roads. We look for a better demand for 
flour after the turn of the new year.”’ 
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Only two mills were Speeates full 
time and capacity during the week, the 
production being, in round numbers, 
24,000 bbls. The output was about the 
same as the previous week’srun. There 
was no life in the trading of flour and 
the only feature of note was a slight ad- 
vance in flour values. Wheat showed 
strength and, as a result, the local mill- 
ers marked their quotations up l0@l5c 
over last week’s figures. 

Bulk prices of spring patents today 
are $3.40@3.45. Flour values did not 
cause much improvement in business, 
as the usual holiday trade is pronounced. 
As is the custom in_ the larger 
cities, where stocks of flour are ex- 
cessive, buyers reduce their supplies 
prior to the new year. Offerings of 
flour from the northwest were not large, 
especially for the lower grades. The re- 
ceipts from all sections show increases 
while shipments are much in excess of 
former weeks, 

The export trade is light. This is 
probably due to the holiday season 
across the water. Local retail grocers 
are selling a large amount of flour, ac- 
cording to the views of the city millers. 
Eastern buyers only took enough to 
supply immediate requirements. They 
failed to respond to the advance in 
wheat early in the week, and sales are 
now on a decline. At the present time 
buyers are reducing their bids to such 
an extent that very little business bas 
resulted since Christmas. Three lead- 
ing Minneapolis. brands -are quoted at 
$4.30, wood, jobbers’ price. Values of 
soft winters bave been marked up 5@10c 
with sales light.

, Rood export demand has caused ship- 


pers to re-enter the market at better 
rices. Shipping wheat advanced to 
1.05.per ctl while millers are paying 
$1.075¢@1.0834. The outward movement 
of grain is heavy; so far this month 27 
vessels have cleared as compared with 
28 in November and 26 in October. The

In the early part of the week flour de- 
veloped more activity than it had 
shown for several weeks. Buyers all 
loaded up for their holiday trade and 
seemed to have more confidence in the 
future of the market than they have pre- 
viously evinced. This rusb of trade 
lasted only until Christmas, and when 
buyers withdrew dullness again pre- 
vailed. The under current is clearly 
one of confidence, however, and. the 
opinion seems general that the lowest 
prices on the crop have been seen, 

The market shows more evidence of 
confidence than has been developed for 
several months. Prices atill hover around 
$4 for best patent, but higher prices are 
looked for. The market is clearly too 
low in comparison with western values. 

Stocks of flourin the south are said 
to be extremely light, while local sup- 
plies justifiy the same conclusions. At 
present values of winter wheat,. flour 
cannot be profitably produced at ruling 
quotations. Therefore millers are not 
pressing sales and are holding firm, 
seemingly disinclined to part with their 
property in round lots at ruling prices. 

* * 

Official reports show ‘the acreage of 
wheat lighter than last year’s sowing, 
and other advices confirm the conclu- 
sions that the condition of the plantis by 
no means reassuring, and it goes into the 
winter in not nearly so good shape as last 
year. The stocks of last season’s crop in 
the hands of farmers are not in excess of 
20 per cent, but such lots as are being 
held are owned by men whose viewge 
range near the dollar mark. The gen- 
eral slaughter of bogs has lessened the 
demand forcorn. This is the only bar 
to higher prices of wheat which sympa- 
thizes to some extent with the coarser 
grain, but witb all this the storage isso 
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apparent-as to have but little effect on 
the option in the wheat market. Com- 

ared with former -years, prices are 
Bigh, but unless the unexpected hap- 
pens the market will still seek a higher 
attitude.

Feed prices will 
surely be good, freights are ona low 
and favorable basis to get into export 
trade, and it is generally felt with the 
exporting millers of the southwest that 
flour buying abroad will be decidedly 
heavier and of normal.volume in the 
near fature. -St. Louis.as.a wheat mar- 
ket is mig ‘yet ‘active buying by for- 
eigners, if not from millers here, would 
help the domestic: situation. ‘The pros- 

ects are for higher cash wheat markets 

n some other milling centers, and this 
should bring to the southwest its share 
of the flour trade. 

Many mills are shut down. In south- 
ern Illinois: the: miiks are-selling their 
output quite steadily. Southwest Mis- 
souri mills are enjoying good trade. 
Mills selling mainly export are doing 
little. There is a marked scarcity of 
low grades. Inquiries for medium and 
low grades and milis having them to 
offer are many. Patent is in better 
supply and mills bave no: trouble in 
keeping up witb the demand for it. 

The output of the St. Louis and East 
St. Louis mills for the week was 22,000 
bbls. The output of the milis, whose 
product is sold from St. Louis was 
sive at'42,000 bbls, against 5U,000 last 
week,

A review of milling since harvest will 
show the situation one of the most sat- 
isfactory in the recollection of old 
millers. In the six montbs, four were 
highly satisfactory and two otherwise. 
Harvest furnished one of the largest 
and most uniformly good wheat crops 
in the history of the trade. At country 
points prices ranged from 48c to 52c for 
a sufficient time to enable most millers 
to fill their elevators, and farmers, in 
their endeavor to market the. grain be- 
fore it went off 10c,,tried the capacity 
and the nerve of the millers. It did not 
require the full 38c subsequent advance 
for millers to make steady and good 
profits. Attendant with this delightfal 
bit of fortune were good freight rates 
and high feed prices. In November 
the bulk of aecumulations were used. 
Wheat prices got out of line and demand 
for flour fell off. Itis a slow business, 
but no losses, except in remote cases, 
are to be.noted, and the millers confi- 
dently expect that new year conditions 
will be beiter than present ones.

F. W. Goeke & Co., who recently con- 
tracted for the brewery feeds of the An- 
heuser-Buscbh Brewing Co. tor 1902, will 
handle of this company’s products 
alone from 75,000 to 100,000 bags of dried 
brewers’ grains. To test its feeding 
value the following analysis was made 
by the department of agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D. C.: fat, 7.2 per cent; albu- 
minoids, 25.81; starch, 40.83; phos- 
phates, 4.61; cellulose, 15.27; moisture, 
6.28. The brewery grains handled by F. 
W. Goeke & Co, in both domestic and ex- 
port trade have given good satisfaction, 
special attention being given tu proper 
drving so that the product will keep in- 
definitely. The company will have to 
offer foreign buyers a considerable 
quantity of their dried grains. 

The past year was, on the whole,a 
trying one with bag manufacturers. 
Trade was of large proportions and the 
ruling demand was never better, but 
cotton and jate markets were such as to 
make losses hard to avoid, and many 
bags were shipped out at prices under 
the cost of the cotton in them, and this 
was also true of jate sacks. The first 
half of the year, cotton made declines 
steadily. Bag manufacturers, with a 
heavy demand, naturally had on hand 
considerable stocks of the raw material, 
and did not escape losses. Scarcely 
had the cotton market settled and toned 
up when prices of jute took a tumble 
because the combination prices of sellers 
went to pieces and could not be main- 
tained. Sach movements, although not 
entirely unforeseen, were hard to guard 
against aud highly undesirable, ‘at least 
from the bag manufacturer’s stand- 
point. With the new year the situation 
appears improved. The demand for 
bags is good and prices are firmer. Jute 
is some firmer than it was and cotton is 
strong. The prospects are for a more 
legitimate condition, namely, that the 
bag manfacturer who disposes of the 
most of his product through regular 
trade channels will count his profits 
accordingly and will not figure his 

losses on the basis of the amount of 
sales. Prices of cotton bags per 1000 
are given approximately herewith: 
eighths, $27.50; quarters, $37.50 (sew), 
$38.50 (tie); halves, $57; 140-lb exports, 
$86; 203 Cuban, $145.

Receipts of wheat show that little is 
required and very little comingin. El- 
evator wheat is available at better than 
track prices, and as qualities are good 
this year the elevator yy are prov- 
ing of value to millers here. No. 2 red 
is held atlc over May on the east side 
ofriverand 1%c on west side, loaded 
out of elevators. The market is rela- 
tively out of line. St, Louis is holding 
4c over Chicago, 6%c over Minneapolis, 
2% under Toledo and 3%c under New 
York.

MILLFEED. 


The situation in millfeed is strong, 
There is a large demand from all buying 
sections which is noticeably urgent. 
Southern demand is strong. Darin 
the early os months the planting o 
cotton will require substantial feeding 
of horses and southern demand con- 
tinues well up to the time of pasturage 
in central states. The demand in Jan- 
uary and February is likely to cause 
heavy buying from Minnesota for 
the southern and southwestern trade.

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Except for domestic trade in nearby 
territory, flour business continues ex- 
tremely dull. There was norevival last 
week in foreign trade, nor did condi- 
tions permit hope for one. Kansas City 
cash wheat prices at 3@4c higher than 
Minneapolis do not promise revival 
soon in distant business. A little sale 
for foreign account was made occasion- 
ally by the persistent mills, but figures 
were close and nearly all mills were en- 
tirely out of it. Eastern trade showed 
no fresh interest and efforts to inveigle 
buyers into making anywhere near sat- 
isfactory bids were fruitless. A scatter- 
ing business was done with the south 
and southeast, but this section is spe- 
cially pervaded by the holiday spirit 
and buys listlessly. Neighboring states, 
where buyers have all along bought 
moderately, still seem interested and 
business continues fair. With constant- 
ly advancing prices of wheat the pros- 
pect is that this trade soon will be the 
only sort of importance left to Kansas 
mills. Country prices of wheat are very 
high and the article is scarce. Mills 
continue to make fair running time, 
though the number of those that reduce 
to half time for a short period every lit- 
tle while is on the increase. Kansas 
City mills sold their output, though two 
of the mills reported business extreme- 
ly dull in all directions and sales very 
difficult. The output here was 33,100 
bbls, as compared with 37,000 the week 
previous, 36,450 two weeks before, and 
37,740 a year ago.

entable shortage in Texas. 

A dozen millers attended the special 
meeting of the Kansas Millers’ associa- 
tion at Topeka, Monday. ‘he meeting 
was devoted to a discussion of the in- 
creased minimum carloads recently or- 
dered by railway lines, and suitable res- 
olations protesting against the increase 
were adopted. Governor Stanley ad- 
dressed the millers and other interested 
regarding the advantages of a reciproc- 
ity relations with Mexico, and action 
favoring the talked-of treaty was taken. 

L. H. Evans, Kansas City manager 
for Richardson & Co., and one of the 
best known and best regarded members 
ofthe Board of Trade, died on Dec, 25 
after an illness of a week. Mr. Evans 
was considered one of the best informed 
and most capable men in the trade in 
the southwest and he is said to have 
made an exceptional record in the man- 
agement of the large Richardson inter- 
ests in the southwest. Out of respect 
to his memory the Board of Trade ad- 
journed an hour earlier Thursday. 

Nominations of candidates for the 
offices of the Board of Trade to be voted 
on at an election Jan. 7 were made Sat- 
urday. Alex. McKenzie and ''homas J. 
Broadnax were nominated for president, 
and W. A. Moses, W. C. Goffe, and L. 
S. Mobr for second vice-president, 
Twenty-two candiates for places on the 
directorate were named, and all the 
members of the present board of arbitra- 
tion were nominated for re-ejection. 
The Board of Trade Clearing House as- 
sociation will elect directors at the same 
time.

The Kansas City cash market, under 
the influence of fresh demand from mill- 
ers tor good milling wheat, made a stiff 
advance following the Christmas holi- 
day. Turkey wheat sold at 80c, a pre- 
mium of 2c over the ordinary varieties, 
The market was strong under the infiu- 
ence of the general speculative price 
and with the added force of good de- 
mand. Thecountry is impressed with 
the general advance, is without regard 
for set-backs, and determined to hold 
its wheat. Of that coming in here very 
little is from Kansas fields. Farmers 
in that state are in anything but a hurry 
to sell, and all the wheat is in strong 
hands. Country millers have diftliculty 
in supplying themselves, and every lot 
of farm wheat in the state is ''spotted”’ 
by two or three millers who mean to 
have it. Still there must be more than 
40 per cent of the crop in the state. Nev- 
er before was it so firmly held. Soft 
wheat bas increased its premium be- 
yond reason, and sold last week up to 
90c; Missouri millers are participants 
in a scramble for it, both in their own 
neighborhoods and in Kansas, 

Receipts of wheat for the week were 
200,800 bus, against 210,400 the week pre- 
vious, and 270,400 two weeks before.

H, P. Gallaher, manager Northwest- 
ern Consolidated Milling Co., Minneap- 
Olis, Dec. 30: ‘'There has been only a 
slight change in the milling situation 
during the past-week.. Shipping direc- 
tions are coming more freely, but buyers 
seem to be taking flour moderately. 
Foreigners are cabling regularly, but 
their offers as a rule are from Is to 2s 
below cost, and sales are naturally not 
effected. We believe that the domestic 
consumption of flour is proportionately 
larger than in other years. This is 
readily accounted for by the fact that 
potatoes and other cereals than wheat 
are relatively dearer. This company is 
operating five of ite mills and would 
operate more if it could secure sufficient 
cars to take care of the output.” 





It is reported that arrivals of bread- 
stuffs into the United Kingdom last 
week amounted to 3,000,000 bus. 
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During the last 10 days there was a 
decided improvement in the domestic 
flour trade, and millers are devoting 
most of their attention to it as the ex- 
port business is becoming a — of 
the past. While millers are receiving 
enough inquiries, there are few foreign 
buyers that are willing to pay the price 
which necessarily advanced with the 
price of wheat. However, the export 
situation is expected to improve at the 
beginning of the new year. 

The feed trade although very good 
both in demand and prices has fallen 
off within the last week, but is expect- 
ed to recover ere long, and will proba- 
bly continue good through the winter. 

The movement of wheat has not im- 
proved materially and many millers 
are unable to run full time owing to not 
having enough on hand to grind. Mill- 
ers that have wheat in outside elevators 
are experiencing trouble in getting 
pr dg cars to convey the grain to their 
mills, 

The growing wheat crop is reported 
to be in excellent shape and well pro- 
tected by snow. Milling during the last 
year, generally speaking, has been good 
compared with years in the immediate 
past although there are few millers that 
will admit it.

Acme Milling Co., Indianapolis: ‘We 
are doing nothing in export at present, 
asthe bids from across the water are 
considerably out of line. The demand 
from domestic buyers is unusually good; 
in fact, we have more inquiry than we 
can meet properly. Although we have 
a ary supply of wheat we are finding 
it impossible to get it switched in from 
the country and from public elevators, 
because of the scarcity of cars. Asa 
result we are able to run but one mill 
and have difficulty in getting the wheat 
to keep that running steadily.’”’ 

Blish Milling Co., Seymour: ‘'After 
athree days shut-down for Christmas 
holidays, we have resumed our regular 
run this morning. While the season so 
far has not been an ideal milling year 
in every way, still we have been able to 
keep pretty busy, the present lLoliday 
shut-down having been our first since 
last July. The rapid advance in wheat 
of several days ago has not yet been ac- 
cepted by flour buyers, but we firmly 
believe if the advance can be held flour 
buyers will come in quite strongly, es- 
eee | after the new year is turned.

Flour is higher with wheat but the 
feb J is very limited and is not like- 
ly to show any improvement until after 
the holidays, as dealers take no stock 
in an advance at this geason and are, 
therefore, confining their buying to ac- 
tual requirements, which are small. 
While some of the jobbers have large 
stocks at low prices and are thus pre- 
pared to make it warm for their compet- 
itors indefinitely, others, again, have 
pretty well disposed of their holdings 
and will soon be forced to enter the 
market. However, the less fortunate 
ones are determined to wait rather than 
pay present prices. Spot winters have 
received the most attention owing to 
their comparative cheapness, the offer- 
ings of straight at and around $3.50 bav- 
ing practically all been cleaned * 
With wheat higher in the west than it is 
here, of course the nearby mills are do- 
ing the bulk of the business in this 
market on winters. City mills report 
trade quiet, foreign and domestic, and 
by reason of their shut-down for Christ- 
mas, a weekly output of only about 10,- 
000 bbIls. Rio extra is higher but dull 
at $3.95@4.10. Clearances of flour for the 
week were 93,930 bbls; receipts, also 
for shipment principally, 65,257.

Andrews & Co., Minneapolis, Dec. 31: = 
‘tTrade remains quiet. We managed te 
put through several orders for export 
and, as flour prices cannot be materially 
reduced with the present grain market, 
there seems to be no opportunity for do- 
ing anything further antil buyers are 
ready to pay our prices. The feed trade 
is quiet, but since most of the track and, 
immediate delivery offers are cleared up 
with the mills’ curtailed output, it would 
seem that prices will not decline much 
more at present,’’ 
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Last week’s interest in the flour mar- 
ket was restricted to seeing how little 
could be done. The situation is almost 
unique in the fact that as the wheat 
market has become stronger, the in- 
difference of the flour buyers has be- 
come more pronounced. ‘They do not 
show the slightest interest in the trade 
and the claim is made that many of the 
larger buyers are still working on con- 
tracts made two or three months ago and 
have plenty of flour to last some time. 
The trade is ignoring the winter wheat 
situation, concentrating all eyes on the 
spring wheat stocks and movement, 
and seems to be imbued with the idea 
that the northwest situation will prove 
a solvent forthe congested winter wheat 
situation. 

Spring patents move with extreme 
slowness, and this condition of affairs 
seems to affect everything. The bids 
on all grades of flour are from 5c to 25c 
under the asked quotations to come for- 
ward, and with such conditions, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to make any business. 
The letters received here by the winter 
wheat agents are enough to give any 
ordinary flour buyer nervous prostra- 
tion, if the said buyer placed any con- 
fidence in the reports, but the advices 
are looked upun as the regular routine, 
and dictated, not by a broad view of the 
market, but by conditions existing in 
their local affairs. While one mill may 
find difficulty in getting wheat, or be 
forced to send out of its own county or 
out of its own state, the situation is not 
necessarily acute, but is a fact that the 
offerings and reports from Oklahoma 
to Obio show a most surprising unanim- 
ity. With Oklaboma mills buying in 
Kansas City, Kansas mills buying in 
Chicago, and Indiana mills buying in 
St. Louis, it makes a combination of 
circumstances sufficient to demand care- 
ful consideration on the part of buyers, 
if not action. As yet these conditions 
have apparently excited neither. Prices 
are held higher with the last balf of the 
week’s advance in wheat, but without 
trade. 

The closing of the markets Tuesday 
and Wednesday seemed to take not only 
the heart out of the week, but left almost 
nothing at the beginning and almost as 
littie at the end of the week, in the way 
of general trade. Flour interests were at 
a standstill all the week. Cash grain 
was featureless and the future trade in 
grain was professional and not active. 


NOTES. 

It was stated at the close of the week 
that the board of managers bad arrived 
ata decision to recousmend an amend- 
ment to the by-laws permitting the Ex- 
change to retire certificates of member- 
ship, and also an amendment carrying 
the insurance with the membership 
when it is transferred. 

The low partition between the Stock 
and Produce Exchanges makes the con- 
trast on the price of seats of the two Ex- 
changes more conspicuous by the com- 
parison. On one end of the floor $80,000 
was paid for a seat this week, while 
Produce Exchange memberships, under 
the renewal of gratuity agitation are in 
almost as bad a fix as they were two 
years ago when they sold for $25. Since 
then they have advanced to $500, 
dropped to $125, sold at $1,000, and re- 
cently at $75.

STEAMSHIP NOTES. 

It is expected that a new regular 
steamship line will be established be- 
tween New York and Manila by the 
Philippine Transportation & Construc- 
tion Co. The first vessel is expected to 
sail Jan. 10. 

The new British steamer Clan Mac- 
millan arrived from Greenock this week. 
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She.is 408 féet_ long and of 1,720 tons 
register. She is consigned to Barber & 
Co., and is scheduled to sail for South 
African ports Jan. 5. 

Emil L. Boas, general agent of 
the Hamburg-American line arrived 
from Europe Monday and states that a 
new line has been arranged for between 
New York and the Levant; steamers to 
begin running in February. There 
will be a fleet of four steamers pienptns 
at Malta, Alexandria, Smyrna, Athens 
and Odessa. He stated also that the 
New York and Hamburg line were 
building two new freight steamers, the 
Moltke and Blucher, of 12,000 and 13,000 
tons, respectively.

The decline 
in grain has also tended to make buyers 
cautious on both sides of the Atlantic, 
and foreigners are away out of line in 
the bids, which are chiefly noticeable by 
their absence, Prices are about 5c per 
bbl lower than at the close of the pre- 
ceding week, the range quoted by mill- 
ers for bard spring wheat patents in 
wood for round lots being $3.85@3.90 at 
the close on Saturday.. According to 
the views generally expressed by Mil- 
waukee millers, the condition of the 
fiour trade is healthy, and a large busi- 
ness is anticipated after the holiday 
season, when dealers will have ceased 
taking account of stock and wound up 
their affairs. The past year’s trade was 
satisfactory to local manufacturers,who 
have increased their output and secured 
larger returns.

Receipts of flour at Milwaukee last 
week were 23,050 bbis, compared with 
16,875 the week preceding, and 9,975 last 
year.

Millers still 
have their difficulties to contend against, 
not the least of whicb was in connection 
with transportation, It is hoped before 
another year closes, that some progress 
will be made in this direction helpful to 
the milling trade. And as Canadian 
millers, thanks to the Dominion Millers’ 
association, have overcome large diffi- 
culties in the past, it may be expected . 
that they will come out victorious, too, 
in their battle with the railways. 

In grain matters the year was one of 
importance, at least in the very heavy 
yield in Manituba and the Northwest 
territories. I talked with a member of 
the trade from Winnipeg a few days 
ago, and he says that at least60 per cent 
of the immense crop has already been 
marketed at good prices; that condi- 
tions, so far as that part of Canada is 
concerned, are most prosperous. The 
failure in the oat crop was offset to some 
extent by the high prices to which oats 
have risen, but more because of the de- 
mand from South Africa. 

Grain and milling business of the 
month has not been lively. Itis too 
much of a holiday’ month.

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The value of top spring wheat patents 
is fully 6d cheaper than on Monday, Dec. 
6 as regards spot stuffs, but is only 
3d Jower so far as forward positions are 
concerned. Whereas 10 days ago the 
importer or first-band holder of favor- 
ite Minneapolis patent brands was 
asking from 23s 3d to 23s 9d ex-store, on 
Monday last 223 9d to 23s 6d was the 
range. At the same time 22s 9d ex-store 
or lanted was an extremely low price 
for a first-hand holder and was only 
conceded exceptionally. Resellers or 
second-hand holders were operating 
briskly and cutting into the trade of 
the importers. 

When wheat was booming the reseller 
was not so much in evidence, because 
it looked as if. we might have a sharp 
rise in flour, and holders of top Minne- 
apolis patents held firm till they could 
get some idea of how the cat was going 
to jamp. But as Chicago and New York 
wheat options began to sag the reseller 
became anxious to realize, and by 
Wednesday, Dec. 11, was busy under- 
bidding importers’ top prices for spring 
wheat patents. On nyiny Dec. 13, he 
was still more eager for business, and 
on Monday last he was busy knocking 
6d and,in a few cases, 9d off the first- 
hand price. The very fact that resales 
were a marked feature of the flour 
trade last week proves that our stocks 
have not been reduced so much as some 
people claim. The reseller does not, as 
a rule, sell anything except spot flour; 
his power, to that extent, is limited, be- 
cause forward business is the very es- 
sence of the London flour trade. The 
factor with a good connection among 
bakers likes to sell forward to them, 
but to do this he must purchase for- 
ward. Hecan buy forward on ex-ship 
or ex-store terms, but usually prefers 
the former position, because there is 
nominally a difference of 6d in his 
favor ex-ship, and sometimes, when 
flour is pouring thickly into London, 
the importer will give a bonus of 3d. 

The immediate future of spring wheat 
patents is not easy to forecast, because 
so many warring influences are coming 
into play. But seeing that Minneapolis 
city prices keep a good Is 3d above the 
level of our spot values, it may reasona- 
bly be expected that stocks here will 
not keep up at any alarming rate, 
What has been said of November is 
true to a great extent of December; fac- 
tors do not care to buy, because they 
like to keep their bank balances as _ 
28 possible until they are well into the 
new year. The weather is becoming 
more and more wintry, and bread con- 
sumption in this city is steadily in- 
creasing. 

For clears there is no great call in 
London, country millers taking that 
class of flour to give tone to their well- 
colored but rather weak English 
wheats. At present the sale of Minne- 
sota soft clears is of a retail character, 
but prices of top grades are still rang- 
ing high. For an extra fancy mark 2is 
is asked ex-store. Good fancy brands 
are bringing about 208 ex-granary, 
while choice are going at all prices 
down to about 18s 6d. There is no run 
on Kansas flours, but the mills are re- 
ported to be very firm in their cable 
quotations; nothing under 22*@22s 3d 
comes through for choice patents. For

For << there is still a good de- 
mand, and Minnesota flours of this de- 
scription are selling at about 17s ex- 
store. Hungarian and French flours of 
the same stamp, bring 15s to 15s 6d in 
the same position. Red-dog is said to 
be quite run out of stock. 

Australians have slacked off a bit, 
possibly because importers have been 
asking a little too much. At 2ls@2ls 
6d ex-store, for choice marks, the sale is 
low; 20s 6d a good medium patent is 
more within the mark, 

London-made flour is selling rather 
better ia this colder weather, but the 
millers have nothing to boast of; house- 
holds are delivered at 21s 6d@2zs 3d and 
whites at 3s mure.

French flour is hard to sell and has 
gone back 6d; top brands are not worth 
more than 21s ex-store at the best.

A little bar gold has been bought for 
France and Austria at 77s 10d. 

The output of gold from South Africa 
is increasing, recent telegrams showing 
that more stamp mills are being started 
up in Johannesburg. A cable from 
the Rhodesia chamber of mines gives 
the gold output for November this year 
as 16,487 ounces, against 14,502 ounces in 
October and 9,169 in November of last 
year. 

Some time ago we used to heara great 
deal about + ot aioe of silver as affecting 
the price of wheat, and the price of the 
Indian rupee was watched with consid- 
erable interest. The Times this morn- 
ing referring to this says: ‘''Rupee pa- 
per rose % to 63%, and the Indian quota- 
tions were about 5-16 higher at Rupees 
95% @95%."’

Quotations for home and foreign flour 
remain nominally unchanged on spot 
but tendency is in buyers’ favor. Low 
grades, being scarce, command full quo- 
tations as they come to hand, and fresh 
contracts for shipment remain quite im- 
practicable. 

T. S. Blish of the Blish Milling Co., 
Seymour Ind., arrived in Liverpool Dec. 
13,on the New England. He has been 
looking up his chients and old friends 
and has received the usual courtesy in- 
troduction to the Atlantic newsroom for 
the few days he remains here prepara- 
tory to an extended tour in the interests 
of business and pleasure. 

Serious disruption of telegraphic com- 
munication last week in consequence of 
unprecedented wholesale damage in 
the Midlands to telegraph wires and 
poles, through storms of wind and snow, 
has dislocated business generally. Liv- 
erpool has been isolated and for several 
days internal us well as American ca- 
bles had to be forwarded by train. 

Wheat is unsettled, option prices fluc- 
tuating within 134d per 100 Ibs servin 
only to intensify the general apathy o 
flour buyers. Shippers show more dis- 
position to elicit bids but their quota- 
tions are still much above spot parities 
and the demand was _ discouraging. 
Business is reported to be more or less 
of a blank. Finer grades in all posi- 
tions quite neglected. 

Kruger, Darsie & Co., Dec. 17: ‘''The 
steady advance in the wheat markets, 
which has been noticed for some time 
past, has at last been checked, and dur- 
ing the week prices for spot wheat de- 
clined fully %d per cental, whilst for 
March delivery they are quoted 1d lower 
and for May delivery even 1d lower 
on the week. We have already reported 
last week that the flour trade was then 
disappointing and that the advance of 
6d a sack checked business. This tend- 
ency has become more accentuated 
during the past sennight, and in the in- 
terval little or no fresh business has 
been transacted in flour of all descrip- 
tions, buyers distinctly and decidedly 
holding off, and sales are at the moment 
entirely in abeyance. American mill 
quotations are also slightly weaker, but 
are on the whole pretty well maintained, 
and being entirely beyond selling val- 
ues here fresh business for shipment 
has become absolutely impossible.” 

Spiridion Georgala, who makes a 
study of the wheat situation, and ven- 
tures on predictions which are viewed 
with some interest here, believes that 
we shall have higher prices. He re- 
views the supply and demand for the 
four months ending March 31, 1902, as 
follows:

To make matters 
worse, the Christmas season is on, and 
bakers are more arnoyed than pleased 
at visits from flour salesmen.

‘*The committee of the Nederlandsche 
Landbour Comité (the Dutch Agricul- 
tural Committee) charged with reply- 
ing to the question, ‘what measures are 
to be taken to prevent the gross adulter- 
ations of flour,’ his expressed the opin- 
ion that it is desirable to regularly have 
Officially examined, at intervals, all 
flour which is imported or consumed in 
Holland as to its quality, and to have 
the resultsof those inspections pub- 
lished if possible.”’

Charles T. Fox, the European repre- 
sentative of the Pillsbury-Washburn Co., 
sailed from Cherbourg for New York 
Dec. ll on the Kronprinz Wilhelm, The 
steamer should have sailed a few days 
earlier but for some reason her depar- 
ture was delayed. 

Ata recent meeting of the London Flour 
Trade Association the following mem- 
bers were elected to take the place of 
those retiring: F. E. Haslam, T, 8S. Me- 
dill, J. F. Pillman, W. M. Read, and H. 
B. Tasker, the officers of the association 
for 1902 will be elected by the commit- 
tee in January. 

‘'Business is very tantalizing just 
now,’ said a leading importer yester- 
day. ‘tWe have buyers who want to 
buy but we cable out to the mill which 
comes back with the answer, ‘Cannot 
make offers.’ We cable out again and 
have the same reply. If only the mill 
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would cable an offer. at some price it 
would be better, as we might be able to 
get our buyer up.” 

At Christmas the bake shops usually 
put forth extra efforts and many of 
them prepare special cakes and articles 
that are not made at other seasons. In 
‘this connection I must commiserate the 
bad lack of our Liverpool friends, Kru- 
ger, Darsie & Co. When in Liverpool 
‘the other day Mr, Krager told meofa 
lot of flour that.he bad bought for No- 
vember seaboard shipment so as to be 
certain to have it on hand for the Christ- 
mas trade. It was a kind of flour used 
especially by some of their customers 
for these. Christmas cakes. Owing to 
the perversity of fate and the steamship 
companies the flour was not shipped 
till the middle of December. Coming 
on arather slow boat it would arrive 
about Christmas, and as the average 
English workman then bas his thoughts 
directed towards different things than 
discharging ships, Mr. Kruger expected 
that his Christmas flour would not be 
available till Christmas, 1902. 


L. G. Campbell, proprietor of the L, 
G. Campbell Milling Co., of Blooming 
Prairie, Minn., has made a flying trip 
to this country. He came over on the 
Celtic a fortnight ago and sails for 
bome Dec. 18 on the Majestic. He 
spent the most of his time in Glasgow 
visiting his Glasgow agent, Robert 
Neill, with whom he has had pleasant 
business relations for several years but 
whom he had never met before. He 
spent one day in London, where he 
managed to combine a little sight-see- 
ing with business. Speaking of travel- 
ing over here in winter Mr. Campbell 
said: ‘* You will never get me to travel 
over here again in winter under any cir- 
cumstances,’’ He found the trains poor- 
ly heated and the general facilities for 
potting warm rather limited. 1 think 

e found. the closed stove in the North- 
western Miller office about as comforta- 
ble an object as he had run up against 
in this trip over here. Mr. Campbell 
has been fortunate iu having good crops 
of wheat in his vicinity the last two 
years, and he intends adding a larger 
steam engine to his plant in the spring 
and other machinery to raise the capac- 
ity to 300 bbls per day. 

Last Thursday a notice was posted up 
inthe Corn Exchange news room that 
there was no telephone communication 
with Newcastle, Liverpool, Manchester 
or Sheffield. All over the country there 
were heavy storms. Hereabouts it was 
chiefly a wind storm, but in the north 
of England it was accompanied bya 
heavy snow fall that simply played 
havoc with telegraph lines. A _ letter 
from a provincial editor in the Times 
this.morning gives an idea how bad the 
situation was and how much trouble it 
caused. He said that all the newspapers 
north of Birmingham were practically 
without telegraph service for 48 hours. 
Writing on Saturday, Dec. 14, he said 
there has been an eatire suspension of 
shipping news since Tharsday, and that 
one member of his staff was kept con- 
stantly engaged in replying to questions 
about the vessela, so many people think- 
ing that the non-reporting of the vessels 
was a certain indication of their destruc- 
tion. Great indignation is expressed 
that the authorities do not put their 
trunk lines under ground. One large 
town in the north which has under- 
ground communication with London 
reaped the fall benefit of it in uninter- 
rapted communication, while other 
towns were shut off. In many instances 
telegrams from the north of England 
for London had to be cabled to the 
continent and repeated here, Altogether 
it was a very serious storm which 
caused tremendous delay and logs to 
business. 


OPPOSES THE AMENDMENT. 


President Kingsford of the London 
Flour Trade Association has left no 
stone unturned to stir up agitation over 
the London landing clause. By virtue 
of his position in the Fiour Trade asso- 
ciation he is a member of the influential 
body known as the London chamber of 
commerce, and has a right to vote there. 
At the last meeting of the chamber of 
commerce he proposed a_ resolution, 
which was seconded by Foy, Morgan & 
Co., of the Timber Trade Federation: of 
the United Kingdom, and supported by 
W. P. Wood of the Corn Trade Agsocia- 
tion, also by the Master Bakers’ Protec- 
tion Society and by J. C, Pillman, who 
is a non-voting member of the chamber, 
re a the flour trade. He said, 
‘‘In view of the fact that by instructions 
of the United States government, the 
Hon. Mr. Joseph H. Choate (United 
States ambassador at the Court of St. 
James) has furnished the state depart- 
ment at Washington, with a full and 
complete popes of the condition and 
working of the London clause, I beg to 
move the following resolution: hat 
the council of the Coeds chamber of 


commerce approves and supports the 


action taken-by London merchants en- 
ged in the north Atlantic trade, work- 
ng in conjunction with the millers 
‘merchants, and shippers in the United 


- States, to secnre un amendment to the 
it ille-. 


‘Harter act’ thereby renderin 
gal for shipowners to insert in bills of 
lading to London, any charges in addi- 
tion to the freight. Also that this reso- 
lution be forwarded to the London ship- 
owners engaged in the north: Atlantic 
trade and to the principal commercial 
exchanges in America.”’

As is well understood, the 
London clause is only imposed by the 
contract in the bill of lading on flour 
coming form North America. That 
coming from other countries.is subject 
to no such charge.

Samuel Hoesley, an old-time miller 
on the Willamette river, died at his 
home near Milwaukee, Oregon, Dec. 22. 
Mr. Hoesley was the last owner of the 
Standard mill plant which was erected 
at Milwaukee in 1849 and which was for 
nearly a third of a century the ‘'big”’ 
mill in this part of the world. ‘The mill 
at one time supplied the greater part of 
the flour used in Oregon, Washington 
and Idaho and some of its product was 
shipped to the Montana mines. 

The British steamship Java has been 
chartered to load a 6,000 ton cargo of 
wheat at this port for Copenhagen di- 
rect. In past years an occasional car- 
go of wheat from Portland has been or- 
dered to Copenhagen from Queenstown 
or Falmouth but the Java is the first 
full steamship cargo ever sold direct to 
the Danish port. ‘Portland exporters 
have been scliing cargoes in a number 
of new ports in the old-world recently 
and to this fact is due a portion of the 
bullishness that prevades the Pacific 
coast markets at the present time.

A. F. Langdon, of London, England, 
was in Fort Worth, Texas, recently.

_ fully 20 per cent.of seed fails to germi- 
nate. The ground is left loose, which 
£00n causes evaporation of the moist- 
ure, and the wheat plant suffers. The 
use of the press-wheel drill is strongly 
recommended.
